ara making in the history of the court. 
paid it had the effect of closing the 
courts of a state against the state it 
nelf and predicted that the result 
would be disastrous. 
The two cases were so similar that 
both practically were decided in one 
opinion. 
The particular pronounce­ 
ment was made in the Minnesota 
casa. 
Law Declared to Be Invalid. 
The court pronounced invalid the 
Minnesota law regulating both freight 
and 
passenger 
rates. 
The opinion 
held the Minnesota law to be uncon­ 
stitutional on its face because of the 
enormous penalties imposed for dis­ 
obedience to it. 
The proceedings in Young’s case 
grew out of an effort by the Minne­ 
sota federal court on May 31, last, 
to restrain Mr Young and other state 
officials from executing or attempting 
to execute the rate law. 
Certain 
stockholders of the Northern Pacific 
Railway company filed a suit at the 
time asking for an injunction to pro­ 
hibit the state officials from carrying 
the law into effect, on the ground that 
the rate was so low as to make impos­ 
sible returns to the company on its 
investment. 
The Injunction was granted Sept. 
23 on the ground that the law was 
confiscatory and its promulgation was 
Immediately followed 
by the com­ 
mencement of an action by Attorney 
General Young In the Ramsey county 
state district court, In which that 
court was asked to direct the issuance 
of a writ of mandamus commanding 
the Northern Pacific company to com­ 
ply with the rate law. The state 
court Immediately issued the writ in 
compliance with Mr. Young’s petition 
and this proceeding precipitated a 
sharp conflict between the federal and 
the state courts. 
Mr. Young was summoned before 
the former to give an account of his 
defense of the court’s injunction and 
failing to make a satisfactory explana­ 
tion, he was subjected to a fine of 
$100 for contempt of court, and at the 
■ame time ordered to dismiss the case 
In the state court. 
Refusing either to pay the fine or 
to dismiss the case, Mr. Young Imme­ 
diately brought the case to the su­ 
preme court of the United States on a 
petition for a writ of habeas corpus.

San Francisco, March 24.—With the i 
revolver of the would-be assassin con­ 
cealed in a handkerchief, D. W. Stev­ 
ens, formerly counselor to the Japa­ 
nese embassy at Washington but for 
several years diplomatic advisor to 
the Korean government at Seoul, was 
shot and seriously wounded as he was 
about to leave for Washington. Three 
shots were fired at Mr. Stevens from 
a 32-caliber revolver by I. W. Chang, 
a diminutive Korean. The first bul­ 
let missed the diplomat and accident­ 
ally struck and perhaps fatally wound­ 
ed M. W. Chun, one of the three or 
four Koreans who were lying in wait 
for Mr. Stevens. The other two shots 
took effect in Mr. Stevens’ back, one 
bullet striking him under the right 
shoulder bltide near the spinal col­ 
umn and the other a few inches lower. 
While the wounds are serious, it is 
stated that the chances for Mr. Stev­ 
ens’ recovery are good. 
The motive for the murderous at­ 
tack apparently arises out of the re­

SUGGESTS STAFF FOR YALE. 


If You Love Me Get 
Occident Flour 


In Lecture Delivered to 8tudente Ha 
Point* Out Valua of Couraa In J o u r ­ 
nalism— Declares Newspapers Should 
Be Issued For Avsraga Readers, Not 
Specialists. 


Colonel George Harvey, editor of the 
North American Review and Harper's 
Weekly, Bromley lecturer on Journal 
Ism at Yale,, made a plea the other 
night In New Haven l^efore a large 
audience of students for a laboratory 
of journalism in the university to cor 
respond to the laboratory of physics 
and of chemistry. 
The rich men who 
give millions to endow the scientific 
laboratories, 
said 
Colonel 
Harvey, 
could invest their money to uo greater 
advantage than in the foundation of a 
newspaper in each of the great uni 
versifies for the training of students 
toward the profession that is more In 
fluent! a I lu American life than any 
other. 
“ If such a pa|w*r were established at 
Yale,” said Colonel Harvey, "and such 
a man as, say, Mr. Miller of the New 
York Times or Colonel Osborne of the 
New Haven Journal and Courier was 
appoluted editor in chief, a man like 
Chester 8. Lord of the Hun or C» V. 
Van Anda of the Times managing ed­ 
itor and one like 8. M. Clarke, prince 
of city editors, as news editor, you 
cannot tell me thut the student would 
not learn as much as in a newspaper 
office. 
“You must have a paper such as men 
of the Caliber I have uAtned could 
produce," he continued, "and that sort 
of training, supplemented as It would 
lie all along by the broad, liberal edu- I 
cation of the regular college course, 
would, to my mind, lie far letter than 
that hard school of Journalism of the 
newspaper o ffice as conducted by Gree­ 
ley and by Dana. 
A student h o train- j 
ed would Ik? a capable man In what­ 
ever newspaper office he came to.

A remarkable feat in mining en­ 
gineering was recently finished when, 
after driving for two years, the station 
at the 900 foot level of the Iron Moan 
tain mine was tapped by a tunnel more 
than a mile long at the desired spot to 
the Inch, says a dispatch from Helena, 
Mont. 
For years the property was a 
regular producer and paid a million 
In dividends. 
It had to be abandoned 
because of the expense of pumping wa­ 
ter to so great a height. Then the tun­ 
nel was decided upon, and now the 
mine is being drained by gravity. 
Great fear was expressed by the 
state mine Inspector th at the heavy 
w ater pressure would cause a break 
and drown the workmen, but this was 
avoided by runuing a zigzag crosscut. 
The mine is owned by Helena, New 
York. Missouri and Philadelphia capi­ 
talists.

YOUNG MEN TO BE ENROLLED 


Relief Column* Being Formed In New 
York State to Prevent Such Disasters 
as the Collmwood School Fire— M ajor 
Charles Lynch Personally Helping to 
Organize. 


To help prevent such disinter* as 
the recent Cfolllnwoiw! sefeyol fife Is 
the object of ii trained army which Is 
now being organized throughout the 
state of New York. 
‘"I'o te:ii*h ordinary cure and fore 
thought for the prevention of accident 
and what to do In moments of danger 
to prevent Injury or loss of life” Is 1 
one of the main purposes of the Grand 
Legion of tit** Red Croon, in which rep 
resent at Ive young men in every com­ 
munity are to lie enroll«*»!.

lesson of the Collin wood school fire in 
mind, every effort Is being made by 
the organizers of this movement In 
New* York to place its services lief ore 
the people of New York state as Quick­ 
ly as possible.

FLEECED THE FRENCH. 


Form er W aiter Alleged to Have Con­ 
ducted Huge Swindle. 
Paris, March 24.—A sensation has 
been caused by the arrest here of a 
man named Henri Rochette on the 
charge of conducting successful swin­ 
dles on an enormous scale. 
Rochette 
was at one time a waiter in an obscure 
French town. He came to Paris to 
seek his fortune, in which he was 
eminently successful so long as he 
could keep out of the clutches of the 
law. 
He founded the Franco-Spanish 
bank and floated not less than a dozen 
mining enterprises In which he was a 
director and whose stock was eagerly 
purchased by French Investors.
